NATIONAL GUARD. 

On January 1st, 1!)19, this State had no active Federally 
recognised National Guard. Up to this time the Militia 
Bureau of the War Department had done very little to-* 
wards formulating plans for the recognition of the Na- 
tional Guard within the several States. During the year, 
however, the provisions of the National Defense Act of 
.Tune 3rd, 101G. were put into active play and the National 
Guard Regulations were published as a guide for organiz- 
ing new. units. Prior to June 30th, 1019. this State was 
authorized to organize one Battalion of Infantry. (Letter 
Militia Bureau dated April 23, 1919). This authorization 
was later increased to two Battalions of Infantry and two 
companies of Coast Artillery and eventually the same was 
increased to one complete Regiment of Infantry and two 
companies of Coast Artillery. (Letter Militia Bureau 
dated Oct. 24th, 1919.) 

T'nder the above authority this State organized and pre- 
sented for inspection for Federal Recognition three com- 
panies of Infantry as follows: 

Infantry Company, Daytoua, June 21, 1919. 

Infantry Company, Miami, June 23, 1919. 

Infantry Company, Tampa. June 25, 1919. 
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At this time this office had uut received copies of Na- 
tional Guard Ki -illations governing the organization of 
new uufts and consequently was uot aware of the require- 
inents of the Militia Bureau for Recognition. As a result 
the Militia Buieau did not extend recognition to these 
organizations at this time. Later having received copies 
of National Guard Regulations these units were brought 
up to the required standards and again presented for In- 
spection for recognition as a lesult of which these organi- 
zations were extended recognition to date from the date 
of Federal Inspection, as follows: 

infantry Company, Davtona, October loth. 

lnfantiy Company, Miami, October 17th. 

On December 31st this State had in piocesss of organisa- 
tion several units which should be completed in a short 
while and presented for federal recognition. It is the 
plana of this office to inaugurate an active campaign to 
complete the Regiment to the date of the annual encamp- 
ment. 



NAVAL MILITIA. 

There have been no activities in this branch during the 
year. 



ACTIVITIES IN AIDING THE CIVIL AUTHORITIES. 

T'nder telegraphic orders of The Governor dated April 
25th, lM't. this office was instructed to call on the St. 
Johns County Guards for 10(1 enlisted men with sufficient 
number of officers to proceed to Lake City, Florida, for 
the purpose of protecting four persons about to lw» tried 
for murder and to preserve order during the trial. 
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Upon getting in touch with the officers of the County 
Guards in the City of St. Augustine, it was found that 
none Of them were willing to serve and that the enlisted 
men were averse to doing duty, with few exceptions. Find- 
ing that the County Guard, as an organization could not 
lie depended on for real duty, it became necessary to im- 
press the Militia of St. Johns County in order to carry out 
the order of the Governor. This was immediately done by 
having the Sheriff summon a sufficient numlier of the 
militia, who, together with some fifty volunteers, were or- 
ganized into a provisional company under command of 
Captain Walter Leonard. 1st. Lieutenant Bert L. Brown 
and 2d. Lieutenant Walter Proctor, all officers of the 
County Guard company at Hastings, St. Johns County. 
These officer* with 1st. Lieutenant Roy Canfield, Adjutant 
of the St. Johns County Guards handled the matter suc- 
cessfully; leaving St. Augustine for Jacksonville, where 
the prisoners had been placed for safekeeping, escorting 
them to Lake City, where they were tried without disorder 
of any kind and returning them to Jacksonville, where 
they were turned over to the civil authorities. The pro- 
visional company returned to their home station and were 
mustered <>ut of the State service. 

The experience of this office in dealing with the or- 
ganizations of County Guards wherever it has been neces- 
sary to call on them, has been far from satisfactory and 
with the possible exception of providing troops for parade 
and ceremonies and for short tours of guard duty in the 
city in which they are located, it is not deemed a depend- 
able force. In this connection it is considered necessary 
to recommend that, should it again become necessary to 
provide troops to take the place of the regularly organized 
National Guard for duty in the State, the troops so au- 
thorized should be placed entirely under the jurisdiction 



of the Governor, through the Civil Adjutant General, as 
the present law is not such as can in any manner be of 
benefit to the State at large. 

On August 21st, 1919. the strike situation in the phos- 
phnte mining legions, located in l'olk and Hillsborough 
Counties, became of such proiK>rtions as to demand ener- 
getic action by the State authorities and on that date or- 
ders were received to send an officer to Mulberry to take 
charge of the situation in advisory Capacity to the Gov- 
ernor. Major John L. Crary was detailed for this duty 
and immediately proceeded to Mulberry, taking station at 
that place. 

During a period of two months this officer, assisted by 
officers of the Intelligence Department, covered this duty 
with the result that no serious disorder occurred and quiet 
and good order prevailed until such time as differences 
were adjusted and this great industry was again in opera- 
tion. 

Prior to the State authorities entering the field there 
had been some serious outbreaks and the loss of two 
lives. 

PROPERTY AND EQUIPMENT RECEIVED BY THE STATE. 

During the past year, there having been no receipts- 
of Federal property and Equipment for the use of the 
National Guard, no property, either Federal or State, has 
been received. 

Practically all of the Federal property on hand at the 
beginning of the War with the Central Powers of Europe 
w-ir called for by the Federal Government and was 
shinped from the State Arsenal. 

Two companies of Infantrv having received Federal 
roenfnition du^imr the year have submitted requisitions 
which have been duly compiled and forwarded. Int. owine 
to the fact that these requisitions not having been received 
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and forwarded until late in November, the matter cannot 
projieily lie included in the year for which this report is 
being made.

1. John L. Crary, having complied with all requirements 
of Circular Letter No. 14 M. B., and having subscribed to the Fed- 
eral Oath as perscrlbed under Section 73 Act of June 3d, 1916; 
and having received Federal recognition for appointment in the 
National Guard Reserve, said John L. Crary Is appointed a 
Major in the Adjutant General's Department of Florida, and 
transferred to the N. G. Reserve.

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RECOMMENDATION TO THE LEGISLATURE. . 

ST, FRANCIS BARRACKS RESERVATION*. 

It is desired to invite the attention of the Legislature 
to the matter of rebuilding the building of the St. Francis 
Barracks Reservation, which was destroyed by fire on De- 
cember 13th, 1916. In explanation of the circumstances 
relating to this building, I will state that the records 
show that the St. Francis Barracks Reservation, St. Au- 
gustine, Florida, now used as Military Headquarters, 
State of Florida, was leased to the State of Florida by the 
United States under dates of August 15th, 1!"ii7. ami Au- 
gust 31st, 1912. each for a term of five years. On tlie 
15th of March. 1913. a new lease was executed, being 
given in lieu of the instruments dated August .".1st. 1912, 
and carrying the same covenants. The lease was again 
renewed on July 12th. 1917. and the same has since that 
time been in the possession of the State as lessee. The 
lease contains the following provisions: 

"That he said lessee shall keep the buildings and 
grounds in through repair, at its own expense, while 
the same is under its control as lessee • * • and 
the lessee hereby covenants * * * to pay to Che 
United States on demand any sum which may have 
to be expended after the expiration, relinquishment. 
or revocation of this lease in putting the said prem- 
ises or property in as good condition for use by the 
United States as it is at this date." 
As stated above on December 13th, 1910, the building 
known as St. Francis Barracks building was destroyed 
by fire. In addition all the buildings on the reservation 
are badly in need of repairs. It is, therefore. resj>ect- 
fully recommended that the next session of the Legisla- 
ture have these matters investigated with a view of appro- 
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priating the necessary funds to put the reservation in the 
same state of condition as when it was turned over to the 
State. 

It is the belief of this department that with the reserva- 
tion in good condition, the government will deed this 
property to the State if proper application is made for 
same. However, if the buildings and grounds are not put 
in good condition, it is believed that with the influences 
that are now being brought to bear in this matter, the 
United States Government will revoke this lease, there- 
by depriving the State of the use of this reservation as 
Military Headquarters. In this connection, it might be 
stated that it is the opinion of this department that the St. 
Francis Barracks reservation is the logical place for the 
Military Headquarters of the State and the reservation 
affords every requisite for the carrying on of the Military 
work in this State. It is centrally located and the con- 
veniences afforded by having this reservation could not be 
replaced without a tremendous cost to the State. 

STATE CAMP GROUNDS. 

The attention of the Legislature is respectfully invited 
to Chapter 7717, Laws of Florida, relating to the lease of 
the State Camp Ground to the United States of America. 
Under the provisions of this chapter, the State Camp 
Ground, located near Yukon, Florida, now known as Camp 
Joseph E. Johnston, has been leased to the United States. 
As a result, the State is without suitable grounds for the 
mobilization of its troops for field training or other pur- 
poses. While the War Department will grant permission 
to the State to use such portions of Camp Joseph E. 
Johnston as is necessary for the annual Fifteen-Day En- 
campment for the year 1020, and this office feels sure 
the War Department will continue to grant permission 
for the State to use as much of this Camp as is necessary 
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for any Military purpose in the future, it must be borne 
in mind that certain civil efforts are being inaugurated 
to have this Camp set aside by the War Department for 
purposes other than Military. This camp has an ideal 
geographical location in the State; at the same time it is 
situated on the banks of the St. Johns River as to make 
health conditions good; all conveniences as to suitable 
grounds for maneuvers, target range, rail, electric, water 
and surface connections with the State are the best that 
can be had in any place in the State/ It is, therefore, re- 
spectfully requested that a diligent effort be made by the 
Governor, Legislature and all other official influences to 
have the United States Government return the necessary 
amount of this Camp to the State for the use of the ^Mili- 
tary Department in the training of and mobilization of 
its troops.
